We have shown that 
coal is selling at-the mines at from 
35 to 50 cents a ton higher than it was 
selling seven months ago. We showed 
this by their own circulars. We have 
shown by their circulars that the con- 
dition of their own trade is highly 
prosperous. The country is in the 
highest degree of prosperity. Stocks 
and bonds are selling higher’ than 
éver before. 

“And yet, notwithstanding this situa- 
tion, we are asked to continue’a lower 
wage scale than we had two years ago. 
And Mr. Robbins will remember that 
two years ago, when we accepted 4 
lower wage scale on account of an un- 
fortunate situation existing at that time, 
he promised that the reduction would 
be restored at the next conference.’ 

Mr. Mitchell reiterated his arguments 
for an increase in wages, and in clos- 
ing said: 

‘We have come to the parting: of the 
ways, and it seems to me the only 
thing left to do is to go home and there 
try to overcome these seemingly Insur- 
mountabld obstacles. We deeply re- 
gret the necessity for such a step, but 
we feel that the time has come when 
you can give us an advance in wages 
without damaging your prope rly inter- 
eets to any considerable extent.’ 

Tl’. H. Penna, an Indiana operator, 
eaid: “It looks as though a split is in- 
evitable and that the joint conference 
movement has failed.’’ 


Must Control. 


Mr. Penna argued the wage question 
with some figures on the products and 
the selling price of coal. The produc- 
tion of Indiana coal, he said, had de- 
creased from 7 to 9 per cent during the 
past year, 

“If this institution has to break up,” 
said he, “and it has come to the point 
where one party must control the 
mines of his country, that party will 
be the party that owns the property. 
There will be hardships, but the owners 
of property must control it.’ 

Vice-President T. L. Lewis of the 
mine workers said the .miners realized 
that while the movement had been ben- 
“ficial, they were opposed to any propo- 
sition that would deny a rightful wage 
cule. “And if that ia denied us,” said 
he, “then the responsibility for an in- 
dustrial war must rest where it be- 
longs.” 3

concerned, . 

But Dr. Alexander Graham Bell of

Plan Not Impracticable. 
“This goose-shaped kite and the ideas 


the dispatches, contain nothing imprac- 
ticable as far as I can see. The cost, 
however, would likely be far in excess 
of the original estimate of $2500. I 
think its plan is very much on the order 
of the Santos-Dumont dirigible balloon, 
the chief difference being that the latter 
is cigar-shaped instead of being like a 
wild goose. 

“I think Dumont’s would be superior, 
that’s all. It is very evident to me 
that to drive two machines of the same 
weight 20 miles the specifically heavy 
one will require less power than the 
specifically light machine. The heavy 
machine is less retarded by the air. 
Or take this illustration—it requires less 
power to propel one und of lead 
through the air 20 miles than a pound of 
- feathers. 

“Dumont’s most successful machine 
was a heavy one, although he used the 
smallest balloon. But he weighted it 
down with ballast and steered ®pward 
by means of a propeller. This afforded 
him the advantage of being able to 
throw out ballast and save his gas. 


Wing Principal Very Old. 

“This Chicago man’s idea of providing 
his machine with wings having air 
valves to open and close on the same 
principle as those of a wild goose, is 
nothing new. The Patent Office has al-

* but it must fly first.

FARMER ON DEATHBED 
ADMITS FOUR MURDERS, 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

PARIS, Feb. $—On his death bed a 
respected farmer, aged §&, near Lyons, 
asked to make a confession, not to a 
but uncong*ionally to his own 
relatives. Ten years before a neighboy 
an agriculturist, like himself, had been 
found dead in the Loire. 

The body bore a few suspicious bruises 
but the police concludd, nevertheless, 
that death had been accdental, and no 


inquiries were instituted. “‘The man was 
murdered,’’ said the dying farmer, ‘‘and 
I was the murderer.’’ He proceeded to 
relate his crime circumstantially to his 
aghast relatives. 

When he had told his story he added 
that that was not all, and began to de- 
scribe a second case of mysterious dis- 
appearance, in which foul play had 
been ag but no evidence had 
come to light. He now related every 
circumstance of the deed. The story be- 
ing done, he again said that more 
to come, and charged himself with a 
third and finally with a fouth murder. 
He had told all this time, and having 
mude a clean breast of it, died twv 
days later. 

The third and fourth murders, like the 
second, had remained unraveled myster- 
ies for about ten years. Evidence point- 
ed to crimc, but not a shadow of sus- 
picion had eveg agllen on the farmer, 
who, all his life, had been an honored 
worthy of his village. His confession 
has been communicated to the police.

ITO RETURN IN A YEAR 


to Establish Agricultural 
Community, 


Seiya Nagai, graduate in law at the 
Imperial University of Tokio and rep- 
resentative of a league of Tokio busi- 
ness mcn at the Japanese exhibit at 
the World’s Fair in St. Louis, is on his 
wey back to Tokio with the expressed 
intention of returning to the United 
States within a year, bringing with him 
a pretty little Japanese sirl as his wife 
and 100 or more of his countrymen to 
colonize in Southern Missouri or Ar- 
kansas. 


At the close of the World's Fair Na- 
gal, who had by that time become 
skilled in reading, writing : and 
speaking English, decided to stay in 
America for some time and learn more 
of the customs of the American people. 

A six months’ course at the State 
University at Columbia, Mo., was fol- 
lowed by trips to New York, where the 
summer of 19%: was spent in studying 
business customs there, and last fall 
Nagai began a trip through the South- 
ern States, ending at New Orleans, 
studying the agricultural, horticultural 
and lumbering conditions and prospects. 

Now Nagai is on his way home, firm 
in hts conviction that there is a place 
of refuge and advantage in America for 
his over-crowded fellow countrymen, 
and as soon as he can get sufficient 
funds together he will come back to 
this country, settling in the Ozark re- 
gion of Missouri or Arkansas, and will 
teach those of his countrymen whom he 
brings back with thhim the virtues of the 
American soil, 

Only 30 years of age, Nagai is an or- 
ganizer and has been successful here- 
tofore in all his plans, binding together 
business men in Tokio and _ teaching 
them the virtues of organizatio®. 

The plan to colonize in the United 
States has been perfectedfin so far as 
it is Nagai’s scheme to Givide up the 
land he obtains into 10-acre farms 
among the Japanese he brings back 
and let each man till his own soil and 
reap the benefits of his labor. 


Companion Tells of Plans. 


When in St Louis, since the close of 
the World's Fair, Nagai has made his 
home with T. Yamashita, a Japanese 
merchant and writer, and S. I. Takagi, 
an artist. Both the latter speak and 
write English well and are becoming fa- 
miliar with American customs, 

Yamashita expects to remain in the 
Unitéd States the rest of his life and 
Takagi is now making preparations to 
zo to Paris, the home of the artists, 
there to nerfect himself in his art. 

In speaking of Nagai’s colonization 
plan, Yamashita, who is at present 
boarding with Takagi at 6036 Horton 
place, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“Mr. Nagai, who made so many 
friends in St. Louis during the World’s 
Fair, has spent his time since the Fair 
studying conditions here in the United 
States and has just left for Tokio, fully 
decided to come back in a year and 
bring with him as many of our country- 
men as he can get funds to care for. 

‘Some of the plans are indefinite, but 
Japan is so crowded and we who have 
been here among you und your people 
like the United States so well that we 
know of no better place on earth to live 
and want others of our people to come 
here, too, 

“Nagai will have to raise about 310,- 
among his friends and business as- 
sociates in Tokio before he comes back 
to .imerica, and, then, he will be mar- 
ried, too, before he returns. All during 
his long stay over here he has_ been 
, wanting to see his sweetheart, and just 
before he left last night he told me he 
would be sure to bring her back as his; 
wife when he came.

Equitable Paid $17,000 of Pol- 


icy Holders’ Money to Its 
Clerks’ Heirs. 


Special] to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—It was learned 
yesterday. that for the last four years 
the Equitable Lifé Assurdncé Society 
has insured free the lives of its 900 
employes for $1000 each. 

The pénal code makes it a cgiminal 
offense for an insurancé company to 
charge a policy holder a smaHer or 
larger premium than the regular rate 
or to make any discrimination whait- 
ever. 

The other policy holders of the so0- 
ciety are bearing the expense of the 
insurance carried upon the lives of its 
employes. Ali the death losses are ‘paid 
out of the regular mortuary fund. The 
money so disbursed would otherwise go 
into the surplus and be applicable for 
the dividends distributed to policy hold- 
ers. 

Since the institution of the free in- 
surance ‘scheme 17 deaths have occurred 
among the employes, and the society 
has in consequence paid out $17,000, on 
which not a dollar in premiums had 
been paid. 

To circumvent the law forbidding dis- 
criminations a scheme wus devised by 
which the society draws its check for 
the regular premiums on the insurance 
carried on the lives of the emploves., 
und makes a nominal payment to itself. 
The money is simply transferred from 
one account to another, the payments 
being nothing more than a bookkeeping 

ction.

Scarcely less ignorant than the early 
traveler regarding the wealth of salt 
in the western part of this State is the 
East Texan, who does not: know that 
a large per cent of the supply, not only 
for Texas, but other States of the 
Southwest, comes from Mitchell Coun- 
ty, some 200 miles west of Fort Worth. 
At present there are salt factories at 
Palestine, Grand Saline and Colorado, 
Tex., eight altogether in the State. The 
two at Colorado produce salt with no 
other agencies than the sun, and the 
dry wind of the West Texas plains, 
which rapidly turns the briny liquid 
pumped from deep wells into snowy 
crystals, reacGy for the use of the stock- 


man or farmer. : * 
The salt in Mitchell County was dis- 
covered about sixteen years ago. Me cea’ 
drilling for an artesian we t 
eunely cha’ City .6f Spereee: nce. 
tered a stream of water so briny f ig 
it was wholly unfit for use. A test by 
simple evaporation was made, saan 
quantity of pure salt secured surprise 
the well diggers and the community as 
rell. : : 
oe afterwards a salt factory was 
established two miles southwest of ¢ olo- 
rado, and a year or two later one was 
established two miles east of town. 
They have been running ever since. at 
present they are so busy that the day § 
work is 24 hours long and there are 
seven days in the week. Salt is going 
from Colorado all over the State and 
the Southwest. There have as yet peen 
no indications that the supply is likely 
to become a@imintshed. and one of the 
factories is still pumping from one of 
the original wells. The salt comes from 
a vein of solid chloride of sodium, esti- 
mated to be 125 feet in thickness. 


Sajty Sea Underground. 


The vein of rock salt from which the 
supply is Secured lies from 80 to 900 
feet below the surface. Artesian water, 
percolating through the _ rocks, has 
reached the rock salt and become im- 
pregnated until it has turned to brine. 
The result is a salty s8éa severa] hun- 
dred feet below the surface of Mitchell 
County, and into this sea the salt mak- 
ers have run their pump pipes to se- 
cure their supply. The briny artesian 
water has force enough to rise within 
about 100 feet of the surface of the 
ground. ‘It is pumped the rest of the 
way. 

At the factory east of town a five- 
inch pipe is run into the brine sea and 





ifurnishes enough material for the fac- 


itory 


Fresh from the well, the brine looks 
clear and pure as ordinary well water. 
Colorless in the beginning, when al- 
lowed to settle it gradually changes 
eolor until the second day after being 
exposed to air it has greenish hue. 
Then it improves in appearance slowly. 
and the fourth day is clear again, witn 
only a slight azure hue. In order that 
no time may be lost while the brine is 
settling and changing color,™“four vats 
are used, the brine from the oldest 
filled tank being used each day\to sup- 
ply the evaporating vats. 

There are two processes of evapora- 
tion, the solar, .in which Mitchell 
County leads. the: S: ite, ant the er 
by steam. The solar process, which is 
nothing more than the exposing’ the 
brine to the wind and sun, is the sim- 
plest ‘method of salt-making.. One of 
the salt factories near Colorado has 
evaporating vats with a total exposed 
spr Fn ? ww ™% ar fant "ty : 
vats are abéut six inches deep, made of 
boards, and elevated from the ground 
three or four feet to make it convenient 
to load from them in the wagons.

Final Drying Process. 


When the drum is slowly revolved the 
salt which has been poured inside from 
the crusher is thrown from the project- 
ing shelves against the hot steam pipes 
in the center and thus thoroughly dried. 
Sometimes an additional coil of steam 
pipes at one end of a drum if used. air 
being forced over this coil by a‘ steam 
fan, through the entire length of the 
drum. When the salt leaves the drum 
it is dried as perfectly as {ft is possible 
to dry salt. 

,After drying, the salt is ready for 
packing. A bagging machine fills the 
sacks and automatically weizhs them.

Had the early West Texas pioneer 
known it, a very wealth of the needful 
mineral for which he so much longed 
lay beneath his feet as he walked over 
the grassy plains.

Nature Runs Factories.

George D. Markham and Alfred Clifford, 
former directors of the Odeon Theater 
Building Co., the sum of $45,000, said to 
be due them from the proceeds of the 
sale of the Odeon Building in May, 1905 

Mr. Westen and the two other plain- 
tiffs named in the action were associ- 
ated with Messrs. Hedges, Markham and 
Clifford in the directorate of the theater 
building, which they purchased from Al- 
bert Swasey, St. Louis architect, about 
two years ago. 

Their suit alleges that Hedges notified 
the board that he could get $105,000 for 
the property; that the board assented to 
this proposition, the deal was completed 
and not until some time later, the plain- 
tiffs aver, did they discover that Hedges 
had received $150,000 instead of $105,000, 

The petition.gces on to state that Mr. 
Hedges refused to call a meeting of the 
board of directors when this alleged dis- 
crepancy became Known and refused ‘to 
give an account of the $45,000.

“The day that TI received notice to 
call a meeting of the Board of Direct- 
Ors I called all of the directors, with 
the exception of Kline and Westen, 
and luid before them all my checks, 
receipts, bank books, deposit = slips, 
correspondence aid all papers in rei- 
erence to the sale of the Odeon. 

“These papers gave such a complete 
analysis of the matter that I was ‘ad- 
vised by all present not to consider 
the matter further. 

“It Was upon my advice that Kline 
and Weston were not invited to at- 
tend the meeting, and my reason was 
stated to the directors present. 

“Throughout the whole proceeding I[ 
was acling on the advice of my attor- 
nev, J. D. Howe. 

“IT showed those at the meeting a 
copy of a receipt which had been se- 
cretly and without the knowledge of 
any of the stockholders. signed by 
Kline and ‘Westen, by which they 
were to receive $6666 from me under 
certain conditions, but not on account 
of the receipt of a larger sum than 
$105,0u0 for the sale of the Odeon. 

“T shall have ample evidence to con- 
firm my version of the transaction 
when the case is called for trial.” 


Another Suit to Be Filed. 


‘Mr. liedges said he had learned that 
another suit for $17,000, instituted by 
Messrs. Wester, Kline and Simpson, 
would be filed against him in the Cir- 
cult Court Saturday. 

Mr. Weston, when seen by a reporter, 
confirmed this infomation. 

“Messrs. Kline, Hedges and myself 
went into a deal about two years ago 
to buy the Odeon property,” said Mr. 
Weston. 

‘Hedges told us that we could pur- 
chase a majority of the stock for $60,- 
000. Each was to put up $20,000. I, con- 
sented. 


was paid for the Odeon Building, and 
Mr. Kline and myself have instructed 
our lawyers to bring proceedings to re- 
cover the remaining $17.000."' 

In regard to this transaction, Mr. 
Hedges said: 

“The facts are not as Mr. Weston 
states them. I did not agree to put up 
$20,000 for an equity in the Odeon Build- 
ing. What I contracted to do was to 
buy the property for $60,000. 

‘TT acted as an agent in the transac- 
tion.

The yearly output in this one county 
would rival in efficiency coal enough 
to load a train of 20-ton cars. that 
would reach: half way around the 
earth.

In 
Montgomery, with a constant 19 per 
cent drain, the wells show no decrease 
of pressure or product.
